H® fourth Olympic Winter Games, 
iy which will be held in Garmisch- 
Partenkirchen from February 10 to 16, 
1936~~-will” include the following events— 
skiing, . skating, hockey, curling and bob- 
sledding. “The skiing contests comprise two 
long-distance “races, of 18 and 50 kilometers 
respectively, yone ski-jumping contest, and an 
18 kilometer combination running and he. 
ing eonsest. These are the four classic ski 
event& Which were a part of the programme 
of previous ‘Winter Olympics. An entirely 
new. event wilt be added at Garmisch-Par- 
tenkirchen next winter in the shape of a com- 
bination down:-hrll and slalom race, open to 
men and women. Hitherto the fair sex have 
been. limited to the skating-rinks of the 
Winter Olympics for a demonstration of their 
prowess, whereas in the coming Games thev 
will be given the opportunity of conquering 
the Olympian snows on the “long sticks. 


SKATING EVENTS 
The skating events will consist of four 
races—t.e.. 500, 1,500, 5,000 and 10,000 
meters, and fancy skating contests composed 


partly of prescribed and partly of optional 
six figures re- 


figure-skating. There are ' 
quired, both for men and women, and, in 
fact. the most difficult figures known to 


skating competitions. Every figure must be 
executed “right” and “* left. 

For each of the above named events a 
country is entitled to enter folr regular con- 
-testants and four alternates. In the skiing, 
as well as in the skating events, there are 
also to be team matches, for which each 
country may enter a team. The ski teams 
will run a relay race of four times ten kilo- 
meters, while the skating races will include 
races for couples, in which each country may 
efiter two pairs. 

gcé anas the ice hockey matches, it 
sullices to say that each nation may enter 
a team of tem men, besides three substitutes 
and a substitute goalkeeper. 

Qn the. bobsled tracks there will be races 
for four-men bobs and for two-men_ bobs. 
For each of these races two teams may be 
entered and a third team held in reserve. 


OLYMPIC PRIZES 


All of the events above-mentioned have the 
status of officially recognised Olympic con- 
tests. and as such, so far as individual con- 
tests are concerned, the first prize is the 
Olympic gold medal, the second prize the 
Olympic silver. medal, and the third prize 
the Olympic bronze medal. In addition 


every -prize-winner receives a certificate. In 
the case of team matches, the team as a 
whole is given a certificate, and the in- 


dividual members each a gold, silver, or 
bronze medal, as the case may be, and an 
individual certificate besides. 

The programme of the Winter Game: has 
algo been arranged to include a certain num- 
bey of so-called “ exhibition matches * which 
are not. however, considered as official con- 
tests the Olympic Games. Successful 
contestants in these matches will receive 
medals. Foremost among these 
-gemi-official contests is the two-kilometer ski 
race, with target shooting, for military 
patrols, an event especially authorised: by the 
by-laws of the Olympic Games, and which 
‘formed part of the Winter Games in St, 
Moritz in 1928. The Army of every partici- 
pating country is permitted to send a team, 
‘eopsisting of an oe. as patrol commander, 
@ non-commissioned officer and two men, 
besides an: officer and one extra man as alter- 


nates. 
“MINISTRY’S DIRECTION 


The planning and carrying out of this 
‘event is under the direction and supervision 
of the German Ministry of War. he race 
‘will be run over a course 25 kilometres in 
length, with altitudes aggregating about 600 
“meters. “On the eve of the’ race an elevation 
sketch: map of the course will be shown to

last Day Wardmote has been of 

outstanding importance in 
national history,’’ said Viscount Wakefield, 
speaking at the St. Thomas’s Day Wardmote 
in the Cordwainers’ Hall, London. ‘‘ Not 
since Queen Victoria’s Diamond Jubilee has 
such a demonstration of loyalty and affection 
united the nation and Empire. From some 
aspects the celebration of King George's 
Silver Jubilee was an event of even greater 
significance. The twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the accession of our beloved King fell 
during a ‘period of world-wide and profound 
distress. and uncertainty. At home we 
found ourselves steadily and confidently 
chimbing- back towards economic recovery, 
but still obliged to fight rearguard actions 
against this and that difficulty. Abroad 
there was scarcely a counry absolved from 
the throes of social, political, economic or 
financial upheaval; sometimes all four 
together. ven those who firmly believed 
that, despite all these preoccupations, our 
own people and their kinsmen overseas woud 
respond wholeheartedly to the opportunity 
thus afforded, were surprised at the 
tremendous. outburst of enthusiasm aroused 
by the announcement of the Silver Jubilee 
plans. Never was a time of national rejoicing 
so aptly occasioned to express in one grand 
outpouring, loyalty to the Throne, affec- 
tionate feelings towards the persons of Their 
Majesties, regard for brethren in_ the 
Dominions and Colonies, and confidence in 
the future of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations.”’ 

‘‘Dignity and order were there; the 
solemnity of the Silver Jubilee Service of 
Thanksgiving was perfectly achieved and 
deeply moving. But underlyimg the entire 
series of Jubilee festivities at home and 
abroad was a spontaneity that found ex- 
pression in many delightful incidents. Per- 
haps the most truly joyful celebrations of 
all were the grand tea parties for children 
that seemed almost to organise themselves 
in thousands of narrow streets in our great 
cities. And the enthusiasm of young and 
old, when Their Majesties drove informally

TRADE RETURNS 


“Meanwhile, throughout the year the 
process of economic recovery, to which I have 
referred on previous occasions in this hall, 
has continued. Proof of this is to be found 
in the latest available trade returns. For the 
first eleven months of the year our imports 
increased by over fourteen million pounds, 
and exports by more than _ twenty- 
nine million pounds —a very encouraging 
state of affairs. In the month of November 
alone our imports were up by nearly seven 
million pounds upon the corresponding month 
of 1934. Analysis of the chief heads shows 
that some of the principal increases were in 
food and in raw materials, and articles only 
partly manufactured.. This opens up 
prospects of gs purchasing power and 
increased employment. 

“So far as the morale of our ccuntrymen 
is concerned, and their determination to re- 
new our mercantile prosperity, the outlook 
for 1936 is undoubtedly bright. It is par- 
ticularly encouraging to know that some of 
the areas that have suffered most bitterly 
from the economic depression are beginning 
to share in the general revival. The year 


as the one which is now drawing to a close, 
but if it brings a further extension of 
prosperity to more of these sorely tried com- 
munities it will be a year of profound re- 
joicing.”’

N the Su e Court yesterday, before the 
| Chief - Justice, Mr.. Justice FitzGibbon 

and Mr. Justice Murnaghan, the hearing 
of K Glanworth, Co. Cork against 
Michael Lennon, Governor of’ Arbour Hill 
Military Detention Barracks, and the mem. 
bers of the Constitution (Special) Powers 
Tribunal was continued, i 

It appeared that “McCarthy had been ar- 
rested and detained under Article 2A of the 
Constitution; and that, consequent on the 
reading to him by a police officer of Section 
15 of. that Article, which dealt with the 
Offence of refusing to answer questions put 
by the police, he answered a number of 
uestions put to him.. He was charged he- 
ore the Constitution (Special Powers) 
Tribunal with being ‘a member of an unlaw- 
ful’ association” and” with “breaking telegraph 
wires. A statement we to have been 
made by him to a detective officer while he 
was detained under Article 2A. of the Con- 
stitution was admitted in: evidence against. 
him, and he was convicted and sentenced’ to 
six months’ ‘imprisonmént and to eighteen 
months’ imprisonment. on’ the.’ respective 
harges, the .sentences to run concurrently. 

e challenged the legality of that conviction 
and sentence, on the ground .that the state- 
ment, having been made after Section 15: of 
Article 2A of the Constitution had been read 


under compulsion, and, therefore, was noi 
admissible in evidence against him. 

He obtained a conditional order for habeas 
corpus against the Governor of Arbour Hill 
Barracks, and for certiorari to quash the con- 
viction and sentence against the members of 
the Tribunal; but a motion to make the con- 
ditional order absolute was refused by the 
High Court, who held that the statement 
was lawfully taken Against that judgment 
McCarthy appealed.

DEMAND ANSWERS 


There doubt whatever, Mr.

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon said that, to his 
mind, that fell very far short of sa ring that 
a statement made by a man in reply to the 
interrogatories of a Civic Guard might be 
used as’ evidence against him in a criminal 
charge.

Chief Justice—I think that is made clear 
by the fact that he can be asked, not only 
about his own movements, but about the 
movement of others. Surely, that is not for 
a purpose of using the information against 
1m. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon—Would it not be 
lawful for him to say: “I decline to give 
information on the ground that it might in 
criminate myself ’'? They say: “ We can 
put in a statement that was extorted by 
threats.’’ 

Mr. McCarthy said that every statement 
made by an accused person relative to a 
charge against him or an offence committed 
was evidence against that person if it had 
been procured without threats or undue in- 
fluence or inducement. Evidence was ex. 
cluded if it had been got by means which 
the law did not recognise as proper means 
by which to get it; but here it was the law 
that said that if he did not give an account 
of his movements he was subject to penalties, 
and he had stated a fact that was Televant to 
the charge. 

Chief Justice—Under a threat of being 
prosecuted’ under the Act. The threat is: 
I will institute a prosecution against you 
for withholding information, if you do not 
tell me.” 3 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon—And put it the 
other way. Is not it probable he might say: 
‘I will not prosecute you if you tell me’’? 

Mr, Justice Murnaghan—Does the law say, 
if a question is put, and he says “I object 
to answer because that might incriminate 
me.” he is bound to answer? I doubt very 
much that the Statute takes away -that pro- 
tection. i 

Mr. McCarthy—The Section.says he must 
give an account of his movements, subject, 
to his being prosecuted ií he does not, and ] 
do not think it is open to him to say “Il 
will not give an account of my movements 
because it might, lead to a criminal prosecu-

“A STAR CHAMBER” 


The Chief Justice said that in all the 

authorities they had there was nothing to say 
that once a man was brought into a Star 
Chamber everything he saia could be used 
against him, 
. Mr. McCarthy—No; what I say is, every 
statement made by an accused person in 
respect, of an offence in this Section, if it is 
relevant to the issue before the Tribunal, is 
admissible. 

Chief Justice—I want to see what makes. it 
admissible, because in the Section there is 
nothing that says it is admissible. 

Mr, McCarthy said that asking a man to 
account for his movements did not neces- 
sarily mean that he would incriminate him- 
self. Where the interition of the legislature 
was that parties under compulsory interroga- 
tion should not be liable to have their evi- 
wence used against them express proviso to 
this effect was inserted in the Statutes. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon asked did Mr.

for Education has accepted the proposals 

of the Standing Committee of the Metro- 
politan School of Art for the general re 
organisation of the School. 

In accordance with these proposals the 
School is to be established as a National 
College of Art, which will grant diplomas in 
four main Schools: (a) Design and Industry ; 

b) Painting; (c) Sculpture; (d) Drawing, 
Engraving and Illustration. 

It is expected that three of these Schools 
will be in operation in the session commenc- 
ing in October next, but the organisation of 
the School of Drawing, Engraving and Illus- 
tration is to be postponed until experience is 
gained in the working of the other threa, The 
Committee, in its report to the Minister, ex- 
pressed the view that the establishment of the 
existing Sehool on a fational, rather than a 
metropolitan, basis was long overdue, and that 
it. was of the utmost importance to have an 
institution which would be responsible for the 
fixing of definite standards for art education 
in the Saorstat. 

The new College will be under the control of 
Mr, George Atkinson, “R.H.A., A.R.C.A., 
the present headmaster. Each of the con- 
stituent Schools will have its professor and 

rincipal assistant. The post of Professor of 

ésign will be a whole-time one, and will 
carry with it the duties of deputy headmaster. 
The other professorships wil be part-time in 
character. Each professor will be responsible 
for the: work of his School, and will conduct 
a certain number of classes. At the same 
_time each part-time professor will be free to 
continue his personal creative work, and will 
be encouraged to do so. 

While it is not proposed to proceed 
immediately with the organisation of the 
School of Drawing, Engraving and 
Illustration, the classes in book illustration, 
poster design and fashion drawing will be 
continued as heretofore.

The fact that there is comparatively 
little personal contact in good hockey ts 
one reason why a man who keeps himself 
fit can last for so many years; but I was 
surprised to read in a recent Jrish Times 


article that Lory Meagher, the famous 
Kilkenny hurler, had represented his 
county for more than ten years.

only seen a few hurling matches, but no 
sport. has ever impressed me as being more 
severe, or requiring a wider range of 
athletic qualities, than this one. A quick 
eye is essential and so is anticipation, as 
well as a sense of position; for the ball 
travels frequently so high in the air that 
to judge the spot where it will descend 
must be extremely difficult. There is 
certainly no faster field game played any- 
where, and, since body-charging is allowed, 
it calls for a very strong physique. I must 
honestly say that I can never repress a 
shudder when I see a bunch of players 
going for the ball with hurleys flashing 
through the air; yet injuries seem to be 
no more frequent than they are in most 
other games. It is a sport fer strong, 
fearless men, and Lory Meagher is 
certainly one of these to have kept in the 
front rank for ten vears.. My hat comes 
off also to Michael Cross, of Limerick. He 
may not have attained quite the fame of 
Meagher, but he has played for Limerick 
since 1924.

Mr. 8. BROWN, K.C., moving the adop- 

tion of the report, outlined the cireum- 

stances which led up to it, and said that the 

Chairman had stayed the second staye of 

the Land Purchase (Guarantee Fund) Bill, 

1955, in view of newspaper reports that the 

decision of the Ceann Comhairle of the Dail 

in certifying the bill as a Money Bill was 
about to be challenged. There had been no 
standing orders to guide their Chairman in 
this matter, and the report of the Committee 

on Procedure and Privileges recommended a 

new standing order to be inserted in the 

Standing Orders of the Senate. This new 

standing order would ‘obviate any difficulty in 

this és as in the future. 
Mr. J. DOUGLAS formally seconded the 


motien. 


SENATOR AND PRESIDENT | 


Mr, MILROY said there was one matter to 
which he desired to draw attention. On 
the day that that ruling was arrived at the 
President of the Executive Council, speak- 
ing in the Dail on the Constitution (Amend- 
ment) No. 24 Bill, made the following re- 
ference :—‘‘ Even to-day you can see the 
party attitude that is being taken up 
already—the Chairman of that Senate antici- 
pating an action of one of the parties here 
(Dail) because of a report in the newspapers, 
prevemes business on the Order Paper from 
eing transacted. Then we are supposed to 
believe that the Senate is not a party 
Senate,”’ 

Mr. P. LYNCH, K.C., asked was this in 
order. 

The CHAIRMAN said he could not rule on 
that until he heard what Senator Milroy had 
to say. 
Mr. MILROY said the quotation continued: 

And that this question of a majority is not 
going to operate there as it operated here. 
Of course it is.” 

Mr. MILROY said he would pass over the 
extremely bad taste of the reference in the 
Dail to the ruling of the Chair in the Senate. 
There was a more serious aspect of that state- 
ment which could not be allowed to pass 
without comment. The President of the 
Executive Council had impugned the impar- 
tiality of the Chairman of the Senate, and the 
bona fides of the members of the Senate 
without a shadow of justification, and as far 
as one could judge merely in order .to try to 
make a partisan debating point in the Dail. 
There was also a definite imputation in the 
statement of the President that there was 
collusion between the Chair and a party in 
the Senate in arriving at the ruling of the 
Chair. It was imperatively necessary that 
such a statement, and the imputations it 
carried, should at the first available oppor- 
tunity be categorically denied. 

As to the suggestion of collusion the very 
opposite was the fact. The members of the 
Senate for whom he spoke met at half-past 
two that day, and he himself presided at that 
meeting. They decided to act on the 


assump- 
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error, and he felt that the general consensus 
of opinion at any time was that the Chair- 
man had been guilty of an errer of judgment. 
He was of the opinion that the Standing 
Orders of the House, read in conjunction 
with Article 35 of the Constitution, laid down 
very definite binding rules, within which it 
was possible for the Chamber to bring about 
what it did bring about in this matter. He 
submitted that the ruling of the chair had 
established a very dangerous precedent, be- 
cause the matter could have been dealt with 
under the Standing Orders. 

_Mr. J. G. DOUGLAS said that pressure of 
time made it virtually impossible for the 
Chairman to have arranged for a requisition 
from two-fifths of the Chamber. The Chair- 
man gave the best ruling he could under the 
circumstances. Some senators asaumed that 
the only way the Chairman should have know- 
iedge of what was happening in the Dail 
should be through the medium of the Clerks ; 
but that was impossible in the circumstances. 

Mr. P. O'MAILLE observed that the 
Chairman: had read his ruling, which sug- 
gested that he had given the matter some 
consideration. 

Mr. 8. BROWN, K.c., replying, said it 
did not matter whether the Chairman came 
by his knowledge either through newspaper 
reports or by rumours. What mattered was, 
that once it got to his knowledge he was 
bound to give a ruling. He did not vote on 
oe matter, and he was not accused of any- 

ing. 

The question was put by the Chairman, 
and the House adopted the report without a 
division. . 

Mr. BROWN, K.C., said he did not pro- 
pose to move the motion on the Order Paper 
to insert a new Standing Order, and the 
motion was accordingly withdrawn.

| WORKS 
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BIG BELFAST SCHEMES 
From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 


The Improvement Committee of the Belfast 
Corporation intends during the next two years 
to undertake works of improvement in the 
city estimated to cost over £500,000. These 
works include the widening of the Ormeau 
Bridge at a cost of £30,000. One big item in 
the budget of capital expenditure is a sum 
of £260,000 for the widening of Millfield and 
Upper Library street. Other items are:— 
£150.000 for a new high level sewer; £27,800 
for the re-surfacing of carriage-ways with 
asphalt at the Lagan embankments; £18,625 
for street widening at Ardoyne; £22,500 for 
drainage in the Knock Valley; £26,000 for 
widening at Holywood Arches; £15,000 for a 
new footbridge over the river Lagan at the 
weir; £15,000 for a sewer and pumping station 
in the Donegall road district: £10,000 for the 
Donegall road district ; £10,000 fer the widen- 
ing of Dee Street Bridge; £10,302 for street 
widening at Balmoral avenue; £30,000 for 
bridge over G.N. Railway at Durbam street; 
£16,000 in connection with the McConnell

LAST SEASON’S SALES 


There are 147 co-operative turf societies, 
and the Board, which undertakes to sell 
any turf which they cannot dispose of 
locally, last season found a market for some 
30,000 tons, paying lls. 6d. per ton to the 
producers for the standard product. The 
total production of the 147 societies, how- 
ever, is estimated at 150,000 tons. 

Much difficulty was experienced at the 
outset, owing to the fact that cutters paid 
more attention to quantity than quality, 
with the result that there was keen dis- 
satisfaction among the purchasers; but. tu 
ensure a dry fuel of standard quality the 
Board is acquiring small areas of land in 
the immediate vicinity of the bogs, where 
turf sold by members of the co-operative 
societies will be inspected by the Doard’s 
officials and stacked to dry. 


A FORMIDABLE RIVAL 


Mr. Barton informed his listeners that 
foreign coal, as a competitor of the national 
fuel, had proved even more formidable than 
was supposed, and that it was only by main- 
tenance of a high standard of quahty that 
their turf could successfully compete with 
coal in either distant or local markets. How- 
ever, the Board was gratified at the very 
great improvement in the quality this year, 
and the markets should correspondingly im 
prove. . The Government, the: Army and the 
Office of Public Works had done much to 
promote the scheme, and during last year 
alone 4,293 tons were consigned to Dublin 
from the poorest areas of Kerry and Galway. 

The Board was also rendering service in 
opening up the country, for approximately 
336 miles of road had been laid out by their 
engineers and eleven accommodation bridges 
constructed. 

Similar schemes for the production and sale 
of turf are in operation in Germany and 
Russia, and a delegation recently visited those 
countries to inquire into the latest and most 
economic methods in practice there. The in 
dustry, he said, has become highly developed 
in Russia. and in one bog outside Mosc.

Hitherto the leaf used by Free State 
manufacturers, for the most part, had been 
imported American leaf, which had dis- 
tinetive characteristics, The task of the 
manufacturers now will be to wean smokers 
from the brands made from American 
tobaccos, and to develop in them a taste 
for brands of a somewhat different flavour. 
This pyoeess will be gradual, and will be 
facilitated if the changes, which are 
inevitable, are introduced into all blends 
at the one time, 

If it happens that blends containing an 
admixture of Irish leaf a not prove 
attractive when they are first put on the 
market, there will be an obvious tempta- 
tion to manufacturers to continue to make 
the blends which they have made in the 
past, and to hold in stock the native leaf 
which they are compelled to buy. 


MINISTER'S POWER

leaf which they did not intend to use, and

M. Laval’s Enemies 


Yesterday the last session of the present 
French Parliament opened. Nothing of 
very great importance occurred, but a 
way was cleared for the vital debates of 
to-morrow and Friday, which will decide 
the Government’s fate, and well may 
determine the complexion of its successor. 
The atmosphere in the lobbies yesterday 
is described as “quiet, calculating and 
pessimistic.’’ Nobody knows what is about 
to happen. It is true that.M. Lava] has 
surmounted the difficulties which crowded 
around him a week or two ago, but he has 
surmounted them with the barest possible 
margin of safety, and only by a masterly 
exploitation of parliamentary tactics. The 
burning question is now: How will his 
Radical-Socialist vote? A 
meeting of the group, which was held yes- 
terday, reached no decision on its attitude 
to the Government; but 
opinion is that the Radical-Socialists. will 
challenge M. Laval’s general policy either 
to-morrow or on Friday. In that event 
M. Herriot, who is both their leader and 
a member of M. Laval’s Ministry, will be 
confronted with a dilemma. Either he 
may remain in the Cabinet and break 
contact with his party or he may resign 
his position in the Government and 
remain faithful to his MRadical-Socialist 
followers. The odds are that he will choose 
the latter course, and, if so, M. Laval’s 
Administration will stand hardly a chance 
of survival. Without M. Herriot’s 
influence in the Cabinet, the ‘Premier 
cannot hope to retain even the voting 
allegiance of the Radical-Socialists. 
Attacked from Right and. Left, and sup- 
ported by only a fragment of the Centre, 
he must resign at once. Who would 
succeed him cannot be foretold. Certainly 
none of the existing groups has any desire 
to assume the cares of office so short a 
time before the general election, knowing 
full well that it could do nothing but 
prejudice its chances with the electorate. 
In that reluctance, indeed, lies M. Laval’s 
strongest—perhaps, his only—hope of

The Trade of War 


In spite of the continued depression in 
trade, Britain’s output of steel for last 
year was the highest on record. Pro- 
duction of steel ingots and castings totalled 
9.842.400 tons, and that of pig iron came 
to 6,426,400 tons. These figures exceed 
the figures for 1917, which constituted the 
previous record, and when one remembers 
that the demand for munitions in 1917 
was at its peak, last year’s output becomes 
all the more remarkable. From the point 
of view of the workers in the steel and. 
pig iron industries, this improvement in 
trade is more than welcome. In the North 
of England, and particularly in Lanark- 
shire, where the steel trade formerly was 
the main industry of the people, nearly 
all Coatbridge’s blast furnaces have been 
idle for years. There has been widespread 
and genuine distress among the workers, 
and the news that no fewer than 102 
furnaces now are in blast throughout the 
United Kingdom will bring new hope into 
many a humble dwelling. On the other 
hand, this astonishing revival in the steel 
trade: has a less welcome aspect.

It is an unfortunate 
fact that in times of the worst depression, 
when nobody seems to be able to afford any- 
thing, money always can be found for the 
manufacture of war materials. Italy has 
been almost bankrupt for a decade: yet 
her arsenals have been working at top 
speed. Germany could not pay her debts. 
Her economic condition was so bad that 
she was forced to put an embargo on the 
export of all forms of currency, aud even 
to place her people on short commons; 
she, too, has been turning out guns, 
aeroplanes, and even warships, at an 
increasing rate of speed, and to-day is one 
of the most heavily armed nations in the 
world. Even Britain has been compelled

| Aish Tobacco _ 

It is curious to reflect that, since the 
Free State came into being, personal 
liberty has been restricted to an extent 
which would have been denounced as 
tyrannous under the British régime. This 
fact is especially true of the smaller things 
of life, and the most recent example is the 
State’s attitude towards tobacco. In order 
to encourage the Irish growers, the State 
has decided to enlarge the market for Irish 
tobacco, and it intends to carry out its 
task not by advertisement or propaganda, 
but—quite simply—by compulsion. ‘The 
task of the manufacturers,’ says the 
Trish Trade Journal, “will be to wean 
smokers from the brands made from 


American tobaccos, and to develop in them. 


a taste for brands of a somewhat different 
flavour.”’ This is a tactful understate- 
ment of the real condition of affairs. What 
really will happen is that the manufac- 
turers will be compelled to buy a certain 
amount of the home-grown leaf, which is 
to be blended with the Virginian tobacco. 
It is possible, of course, that smokers 


than the blend, and in that case the 
mansfactarers might make no use at all 
of the Irish-grown tobacco which they wil] 
be required to buy. In order to guard 
against this possibility, steps will be taken 
to ensure that the native leaf is used, and, 
in order to protect the blends from the 


competition of the purely Virginian 
brands, imports of tobacco will be 
restricted. As regards the ‘‘ weaning ”’ 


process, the J/rish Trade Jpurnal says that 
it will be gradual, so it-appears that the 
Government's plan is for an increasing 
proportion of Irish tobacco in the blends ; 
leading, perhaps, to a situation in which 
the tobacco smoked in the Free State will 
be entirely home-grown. We recognise that 
this plan is an attempt to stimulate what 
might prove to be a very valuable Irish 
industry, but we cannot refrain from 
noting that, in its own small way, it is 
another interference with liberty. If it 
succeeds in putting Irish tobacco in every 
Irish pipe, the reason will not be that 
people have been ‘‘ weaned ” from the 
former brands, but that they have been 
prevented from getting them.

Brains And Beauty 


“The most beautiful face in the 
world,’’ said Lord Harewood, opening an 
art exhibition in Leeds on Saturday, ‘‘is 
one of the most tiresome things to live 
with if there is vacancy behind it.” 
Thereby he gave passing life to an ancient 
question: Is it better to be beautiful but 
dumb, or ugly and bright? The majority 
of those artists and writers who made 
reply to Lord Harewood seemed surprised 
that anybody should be sufficiently rash to 
link beauty with brainlessness ; for many 
of them said that beauty, in large measure, 
was due entirely to the inner fire. It is 
clear that these experts in beauty were 
investing the adjective “ beautiful ’’. with 
a lustre which it no longer possesses. To-day 
there is such a glut of ‘‘ beauty ” loose in 
the world that the claims of the really 
beautiful tend to be overlooked. The 
beautiful women of history were all com- 
paratively mature; but the arrival of the 
‘“all-talking, all-singing, all-dancing 
type of entertainment has brought to the 
public notice a bevy of juvenile talent, the 
external appearance of whose members is 
technically, and artificially, perfect. Hair 
may be coloured and dressed to taste, eye- 
brows laid out where they should do most 
good, and teeth filed and polished to. an 
almost inhuman regularity and brillianee. 
The finished product is injected with the 
form of animation most in keeping with 
its “ type,” and then is sent forth to 
charm the public to the box-office. 
Thousands imitate her peculiarities of 
speech, gesture or coiffure; and it is in 
this way ‘that the world has come to dis- 
trust the lovely face; for the intellect 
behind it may be as exciting as the bare 
canvas upon which the painter works. In 
the old days, however, a woman with less 
wonderful aids to perfection needed what 
is known as a personality to attract atten- 
tion. One knows what Lord Harewood 
meant; but “ the most beautiful face in 
the world,” in combination with 
‘“ vacancy,’’ is a paradox if one considers 
‘‘beauty’’ in its essence.

The Naval Conference Failure

day, and the members of that delegation 
met the United States delegates this morn- 
ing to communicate the Japanese decision 
to them and to discuss the immediate 
future of the Conference. Japan’s demand 
at the Conference all along has been for a 
commédn upper limit, and at the request 
of Admiral Nagano this proposition Was 
given precedence. Soon it became apparent 
that it was really a demand for equality 
with all other naval Powers. The Admiral 
was told by the members of all the other 
delegations that the proposal was un- 
acceptable, and it certainly would have 
been defeated had it been put to the vote 
at a meeting of the Conference. Such a 
meeting was to have taken place 
yesterday, but as a result of the recent 
discussions it has been postponed for an 
indefinite period.

The total of the League 
Budget voted in September, 1934, was 
about two million pounds at current rates, 
or 50,639,664 francs. During 1935 the 
sum of 35,828,000 francs was received. The 
surplus economies and underspending have 
contributed to the success of the year. 
which closed with a cash balance of nearly 
nine million franes. This sum of 1,205,000 
franes will be transferred to a resor\e 
fund, and. the remainder wil] be returned 
to member States. A reduction of con- 
tributions will be made possible in ‘the 
Budget of 1937. i

EFFECT OF NEW 
AMENDMENTS

Tv HE motion for the second reading 

of the Abolition of the Senate 
Bill—that is Constitution (Amend- 
ment No. 24) Bill—will be the frst 
item on the Order Paper when the 
Senate meets to-day at 3 o'clock. 
There is yast a possibility that the 
House might decide to take first the 
concluding stages of the Conditions 
of Employment Bill, but, even if this 
is done, it is not likely to delay the 
House for more than a very brief 
period, : 
When the motion for the second 
reading of the Abolition Bill has been 
moved, Senator Douglas will move 
an amendment asking the House to 
delay the second reading until the 
Government have had an opportunity 
to produce their alternative to the 
existing Second House. The vital 
vote will be taken for or against this 
motion, 

With regard to the Conditions of Em- 
ployment Bill, an interesting situation has 
arisen as a result of yesterday’s proceed- 
ings. Three amendments moved by the 
Labour Party were opposed by the Govern- 
ment, but, notwithstanding this, were 
carricd by the aid of the general opposi- 
tion. This may lead to complications, and 
perhaps delay the final extinction of the 
Senate if the Government insist on oppos- 
ing the amendments. The procedure now 
is that the bill will go back to the Dail 
with the aniendments. -If that House re- 
jects them, the bill must come again to 
the Senate, and if they are still insisted 
upon’ the entire bill will be held up for 
a period of eighteen months! 


GOVERNMENT ”“S 
ALTERNATIVES 
This turn of affairs has provided some 


amusement in the parliamentary Jobbies, 
but it need not necessarily prove disastrous

ON ARMY 
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INCREASE IN THE 
NATIONAL INCOME

MOSCOW, Tuesday. 


THE Government's proposal almost to 
double its military expenditure for 
1936, as compared with 1935, was intro- 
duced at to-night’s session of the Central 
Executive Committee of the U.S.S.R. by 
M. Grigori Grinko, the Finance Com- 
missar, when outlining his Budget pro- 
posals. 

Of a total Budget of 78,500,000,000 
roubles, 14,800,000,000 roubles, or approxi- 
mately nineteen per cent. will be devoted 
to military expenditure. 

The augmented appropriations will be 
applied to increase the number of effec- 
tives, to improve technical equipment, to 
modernise barracks and living quarters, 
and to the political education of the Red 
Army. i 

M. Grinko referred to M. Molotov’s 
speech explaining that the increased ex- 
penditure was necessitated by the threat 
of Japanese and German aggression. 


THEN AND NOW 


Last year he said only 6,500,000,000 
roubles, or ten per cent. of the Budget 
was used for the Commissariat of Defence.

Dealing with the Budget proposals, as a 
whole, M. Grinko said that the greatest 
bas of the balance of this year’s 

udget would be devoted to capital con- 
struction as in previous years, 

M. Grinko explained that the Govern- 
ment’s financial policy was directed to 
strongthen and stabilise the rouble, and 
he denied rumours which, he said, had 
been circulated abroad recently regarding 
a proposed devaluation, or an issue of new 
currency. 

The increase in the national income he 
 aticlbuted to the greater productivity of 
the Soviet industries, largely caused by 
the success of the ‘‘Stakhanov ” (speeding 
up) movement. 

The Government's Budget proposals will 
be discussed to-morrow, and after the dis- 
cussion. there is no doubt they will be 
adopted. unanimously by the Central 
Executive Committee of the U.S.S.R.

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HE claims of Galway to consideration 

as the site of the proposed Atlantic 

airport were pressed by an important 

deputation from that city which waited on 

President de Valera at Government 
Buildings yesterday. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


The deputation saw the President in his 
private room in the absence of the repre- 
sentatives of the Press, but the following 
authoritative statement was issued sulse- 
quently :— 

“A deputation from Galway city and 
county was received by the President at 
Government Buildings to-day in connec- 
tion with the claims of Galway as a trans- 
Atlantic airport. 

‘“Mrs. Concannon, T.D., introduced the 
deputation. 

“ Mr. T. J. W. Kenny, President of the 
Galway Chamber of Commerce, set out the 
claims on behalf of Galway, and gave 
figures showing the number of trans- 
Atlantic passengers who had gone each 
way from Galway since 1927. He also 
referred to the projected scheme of harbour 
development, and urged that, from every 
point of view, Galway had the strongest 
claim to consideration as the site for trans- 
Atlantic airport. 

“He also urged that technical con- 
siderations alone should not be allowed to. 
decide the issue. 

“Mr. Eamonn Corbett, T.D.; Mr. T. 
C. McDonogh, C.C., U.D.C., and. Miss M. 
A. Ashe also supported the claims of 
Galway. 

“The President, in reply, said the position 
was exactly as he had pointed out to the 
deputation which had come to press the 
claims of Cork Harbour. He could only 
say that all the considerations which had 
been urged by the deputation would be 
carefully taken into account, but that, 
while every relevant factor would be con- 
sidered, technical considerations would be 
the main factor in deciding the site. He 
expressed his pleasure at the evidence 
which had been given of the enterprise of 
the people of Galway, and promised that 
the representations with regard to aero- 
drome facilities at Oranmore would also 
be most carefully considered.”’

The Ttalian Government has not made 
known its opinion on the proposal emanat- 
ing from the Emperor in Abyssinia for a 
committee of inquiry into the conduct of 
the war in East Africa. It is pointed out 
that Italy has nothing to hide regarding 
the war, but it is claimed that the pro- 
posal for a mission has been made in such 
a way as to further the insinuation that 
Italy is committing atrocities. This sugges- 
tion is indignantly denied. 

The denial is extended generally to all 
reports of bombing of hospitals, churches 
and undefended towns,, and of the use of

“ If the foreign Press wishes to conduct 
a campaign against, us,” it was said in 
political quarters this evening, “' let it do 
so.

The Foreign Office announces that the 
Swedish Minister in Rome to-day pre- 
sented a Note to the Italian Government 
informing the latter that the Swedish 
Government ‘‘ categorically protests against 
the direct act of aggression ’’ to which the 
Swedish Red Cross unit was subjected by 
Italian aeroplanes. . ' 

The Note rejects the Italian explanation 
of the bombing, expects that an investiga- 
tion as to the responsibility for it will be 
opened at once by the Italian authorities, 
and that the act of aggression will be suit- 
ably dealt with, and declares that the 
Swedish Government reserves the right to 
make demands in the future which it con- 
siders justified 

Various Italian communiqués, as well 
as a statement by General Graziani, 
officially sent to the Italian Government, 
declared that the bombing of the Swedish 
ambulance was carried out as a measure 
of reprisals for the alleged violation of the 
rules of war by the Ethiopians. 

In the view of the Swedish Government 
this motive does not justify the attack on 
the Swedish ambulance. No fact has been 
produced to prove that the ambulance was 
guilty of abusing the sign of the Red 
Cross, and all suggestions to this effect 
have been categorically declared to be un- 
true by the Swedish staff of the 
ambulance. 

The Swedish Government has no reason 
to doubt the veracity of | these Swedish 
witnesses. The Swedish Government, 
having noted that the Italian Government 
regrets that Swedish subjects were struck 
in the bombardment, expects that the in- 
quiry which may be opened by the Italian 
Government will be conducted with speed, 
and that the act of aggression will be suit- 
ably dealt with.

There were nine similar allegations and ten 
summonses alleging that he made false de- 
clarations. 

Commander Brind was defended by Sir 
Henry ‘urtis-Bennett, K.C., and Mr. P. 
Colin Duncan, while Mr. Norman Birkett, 
K.C., and Mr. Walte: Frampton appeared for 
Captain Baillie. | 

Mr. B. M. Stephenson prosecuted for the 
Customs and Excise. 

Alderman: Sir. Maurice Jenks agreed that 
the case agaiist Captain Baillie should be 
heard separately. 

Sir Henry ‘Curtis-Bennett said that Com- 
mander Brind would plead guilty to ten 
charges alleging falss statements in declara- 
tions. ' The other summonses were taken 
under @ se@tion which stated “‘ that a person 
shall not¢ 3 any way knowingly be con- 
cerned in fraudulent evasion or attempted 
evasion,”®: With regard to these Commander 


Brind pleaded not guilty and denied “that. 


there was any fraud at all. 

Mr. Stephenson said. that Commander Brind 
was a director in a company called Baillie, 
Brind and Co, which was concerned with 
the importation of horses into England from 
the Irish Free State.. He imported horses in 
his name and ‘sold them to the company at 
the price he paid for them. He bought his 
horses in Ireland through. a dealer named N. 
Galway Greer, and .he maintained that he 
purchased them for a specific price. 


THE METHOD : 

Mr. Stephenson alleged that Commander 
Brind had been paying very much higher 
prices for the horses than he had been declar- 
ing for Customs purposes. He sent a cheque 
to Greer for the exact amount of the Customs 
invoice, but subsequently sent a  supple- 
mentary cheque for the balance, conducting 
hank accounts in England and in Northern 
Ireland for the purpose. Last May Com- 
mander Brind removed from Dorset to Fenny 
Compton, and entered into partnership with 
Captain Baillie. Later a .private limited 
company was formed. It was a purely family 
affair. The wives of the two men were mem- 
bers of the company. 

On November 25 officers of: the Customs 
and Excise visited the office at the establish- 
ment in Fenny Compton, and found letters 
and a scrap of paper bearing figures. relating 
to the Ulster Bank account. The officers 
asked Commander Brind to explain his horse 
purchases from the Irish Free State, and 
showed him cheque-books and correspondence 
they had found. Commander Brind then 
said: “Look here, I may as well tell you fellows 
vou have caught me on the hop. All these 
tariff prices are wrong. It would be impos- 
sible to declare the true prices. You could 
not compete, because all the importers are 
doing it, and you have to do it yourself 
to be able to sell against them.” He said 
that it would put him out of business, but 
that he would give every assistance to the 
officers in clearing things up. This he had 
done. 

Henry James Browning, an officer of the 
Special Inquiry Branch. of the Customs and 
Excise, went into the witness-box, and proved 
the finding of letters in the office. 

Mr. Stephenson read a number of them. 
In one letter to Commander Brind was, the 
passage :—‘‘ You will notice I do not leave out 
anything in the description, especially when 
there are blemishes. You need not wonder 
if next I describe one as,three-legged or with- 
out a head.” bhl 

After Mr. Stephenson had given details of 
transactions in horses between Mr. Greer and 
Commander Brind, the hearing was adjourned 
until Friday next, bail being renewed.

It was maintained for the appellants that 
the verdict should;he set aside, on the ground 
that it was unreasonable and could not be

‘lhe Lord. Justice. Clerk said that there 
appeared to be a misdirection of the jury in 
the case of Davidson, and, that. being . so, 
the verdict had tó be set aside. . 

The cas of Flynn was much more difficult,

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- POSSIBILITY OF

| At hope for Bruno Hauptmann 
appeared from an unexpected quarter 
to-day—-three days before he is due to die 
in the electrie chair for the murder of the 
Lindbergh baby. 

Mr. Wilentz, the New Jersey Attorney- 
General, who leads the prosecution, told 
the State Legislative Appropriations 
Committee:—‘‘ I am reliably informed 
that the Governor will grant Hauptmann 
a reprieve.”’ 

This was taken as a reference to the 
efforts being made to induce Mr. Hoff- 
mann, Governor of New Jersey, to order 
a postponement of the execution. Mr, 
Hoffmann is believed to favour this 
course, as he is undefstood to harbour 
considerable doubt as to Hauptmann’s 
guilt.. Friends of the Governor, how- 
ever, are telling him that to give Haupt- 
mann a. respite would be committing 
political suicide. 

Mr. Wilentz, when he made this state- 
ment, was informing the Committee that 
if the man convicted for the Lindbergh 
baby murder was reprieved he would 
require more money to handle the State's 
case. 

The announcement came while Hauapt- 
mann’s counsel were at the prison getting 
him to sign an application to the Federal] 
District Court for a writ of habeas corpus, 
This is Houptmann’s last desperate bid to 
escape the chair. The petition alleges 
that his constitutional rights were violated 
at his trial. Later it was learned that 
Hauptmann had signed the application. 


APPLICATION FOR WRIT 


Armed with Hauptmann’s application his 
lawyers this afternoon duly appeared be- 
fore Judge J. Warren Davis, of the Federal 
Circuit Court. They applied for a writ of 
habeas corpus, or for an order requiring 
the State to show cause why such a writ 
should not be granted. 

The Judge immediately informed the 
lawyers that he thought the Attorney- 
General should have been notified of the 
proposed Court action, because it was the 
courteous thing to do. 

The hearing was then delayed while 
Hauptmann’s lawyers tried to get Mr, 
Wilentz on the telephone. 

Later Mr. Wilentz spoke to the judge 
on the telephone and then immediately 
left for the court. 

The Judge told the Attorney-General 
that he was loath to do anything except 
in his presence. 

Mr. Wilentz arrived at the court at 4.40 
p.m., leaving the judge only 20 minutes 
to hear the application before going home 
at 5 p.m. 


SUBMISSIONS 


The petition included the following sub- 
missions: That Hauptmann was denied 
his constitutional rights; that the jury 
was not adequately sequestered, but was 
subjected to hostile opinion; was taken to 
and from the courthouse through dense 
crowds, with newsvendors constantly dis- 
playing headlines about the case, and the 
crowd audibly expressing its opinions; 
that while Hauptmann was giving 
evidence motion picture cameras were 
operated, and the public gave vent to 
derisive outbursts; that these influences, 
and the presence in the court-room of 
prominent persons from all over the 
country, distracted the jury and told 
against Hauptmann. 

The judge, rejecting the application, 
said that if he granted it he would, in 
effect, be over-ruling the New Jersey Court 
of Errors and the United States Supreme 
Court. i 

“Every known remedy in Jaw has been 
used to save the prisoner from electrocu- 
tion,” he added. 

Judge Davis at the same time denied a 
stay of execution. 

Immediately afterwards one of the de- 
fence lawyers remarked: '“ That's the 
end.”’ 


NEW CLUES CLAIMED 
WICHITA (KANSAS), Tuesday. 


Mr. Dan Cowie, former United States 
Assistant District Attorney in the State of 
Kansas, revealed to-day that he had 
despatched to Governor Hoffman ‘‘ certain 
information ’’ regarding the. Lindbergh 
crime. 

Mr. Cowie added that Mr. Hoffman tele- 
phoned him yesterday requesting that he 
should write fully certain facts in his 
possession, and air mail them forthwith so 
as to reach Trenton to-day. 

Describing his “information,” Mr. 
Cowie said that it came as the result of 
an interview with a Scotsman named 
“ Little Mac,’’ formerly imprisoned at 
Windsor, Ontario. One of “ Little Mac’s’’ 
co-prisoners was a man who was being held 
at the request of the United States authori- 
ties in connection with an alleged plot to 
smuggle arms into Leavenworth Prison 
just prior to the kidnapping. 


DR. CONDON 


The details given by him dove-tailed to 
such an extent with the known facts of the 
Lindbergh kidnapping that Mr. Cowie 
followed them up and conferred with 
numerous investigators. Subsequently he 
saw Colonel Lindbergh himself. Mr. 
Cowie declared that in his telephone talks 
with the Governor yesterday he said that 
Colonel Lindbergh had informed him that 
he had Jost all faith in the credibility of 
Dr. Condon. 

Mr. Cowie said that the Governor re- 
plied that Dr. Condon’s departure from 
the United States at this time was 
“highly reprehensible.’ 

Mr. Hoffman said that he was very in- 
terested in the second man who was alleged 
to have been seen at the cemetery by 
Colonel Lindbergh and Dr. Condon on the 
night the ransom was paid. |

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COMPLAINTS ABOUT 
WATER SUPPLY

HE Coroner at Tyldesley, Lancashire, 
+ yesterday held an inquest. on Mrs. 

Sarah Alice Tyrer, aged 37, and her 
eight children who perished in a fire which 
destroyed their dwelling-house on Monday 
last. ‘the children were Kenneth (13), Joan 
(11), Adam (9), Walter (8), Joseph (6), 
Raymond (5), Jean (2) and Amy (1). 

Adam Tyrer, aged 39, the father of the 
children, and the only survivor of the fire, 
sat at the back of the room in which the 
inquest took place, and appeared to be deeply 
moved. He was accompanied by two rela- 
tions. 


Albert Ernest Johnson, a carter, of Sonth 


street, Hindsford, stated that on Monday 
morning he was told that a fire had occurred 
at his brother-in-law’s house. When he 
arrived the fire had been extinguished, and 
the houseggutted. I saw my brother-in-law 
i an adjoming house with injuries to his 
face, he added, and he seemed helpless with 
grief, 

Mrs. Tyrer called at his home on Sunday 
to have tea with her mother, for whom she 
had made a birthday cake. He frequently 
visited the Tyrer family. and they had never 
made any complaint about the house. They 
had always appeared ‘‘ very comfortable.”’ 
They were both of temperate habits. 


FATHER’S EVIDENCE 


Adam Tyrer, father of the children, stated 
that he went to bed at about 11 o’clock on 
Monday night, after raking out the fire in 
the living-room. Some clothes were hanginy 
from the rack fastened to the ceiling, but he 
could not remember if there were any clothes 
on the fire-guard. The youngest child slept 
with him and his wife. Joan was in a cot, 
Raymond, Walter and Adam were in a double 
bed in the same room with them, and the 
three elder boys were in a double bed in the 
back bedroom. 

The Ceroner—Did you -hear anything 
unusual during the night?—Not until about 
five o’clock, when my wife called me, saying: 
“The house is on fire.” 

What did you de ?—I jumped up and drew. 
on my trousers. I opened the Redbaden door 
and tried to get downstairs, but it was 
impossible. The flames were coming up the 
stairs, and with the heat and smoke every- 
thing was impossible, I thought the only 
way out was through the window. I lifted 
it up and started to call for help in the 
street, and I shouted to my wife to get to 
th: window with the kiddies. 

I never heard any of the kiddies cry or 
scream. I then tried to get hold of the bed- 
clothes to tie them together. But with the 
heat, the smoke and the darkness, I was 
helpless. I had to get to the window myself 
to get some fresh air to stop being suffocated. 
I dropped out of the window and shouted to 
my wile to get hold of the kiddies and drop 
them to me. I called to my wife several 
times, but I did not see or hear her. I went 
to the back of the house to see if I could do 
anything the back way, but a man_ had 
arrived and tried to get through the back 
bedroom window with a ladder. I could see 
it was impossible to enter the house by the 
back, way. Lookers-on were as helpless as 
myself. ' 
Asked by the Coroner whether his wife 
fainted on getting out of bed, Tyrer said that 
she stood up near the window, calling: “ The 
house is on fire. Oh, Adam, what can we 
do?” I knew myself it was absolutely hope- 
less, he added. The place was ablaze. The 
children were in bed. There was no time to 
do anything—it was so sudden. I told my 
wife to get the children and I would catch 
them. The probability is that she had got 
the children and was overcome. 

‘The Coroner—When you lifted the bedroom 
window was there any arrangement what your 
wife should do? 

“There was no arrangement or conversa- 
tion,” replied Tyrer. ‘‘ 1 told them all to get 
to the window. ‘There was little time to do 
anything. It was all over in a second. ‘The 
heat and smoke were terrible. There was a 
small gas fight left in the bedroom, but there 
was nothing to get alight. ‘here was nothing 
of an unusually inflammable natura in the 
house except gramophone records,” 

A Juror—Have you any theory liow the fire 
started? No, I cannot think of anything. ‘The 
living room appears to be the part where the 
flames were fiercest. : 


NO SIGN OF SMOKE 


John Gilbour, a knocker-up, said that when 
he passed the house at 5 a.m. he did not see 
or smel) any smoke. ‘len minutes later, when 
he passed again, thers was still no sign of 
fire, but at 5.25 he heard someone shouting 
from the street. The house was ablaze, and 
it was impossible for anyone to get out. 

Peter alee of New Bank street, said that 
he went with the knocker-up, and saw the 
hous’ a mass of flames. lt was impossible to 
save anyone inside. 


Ellen Smith, of Alfred street, stated that | 


when she ran to the: house Tyrer was jump- 
ing from the window. He was frantic. 
Mrs. Tyrer was at the bedrooom window 
calling for assistance. She was wearin 
what appeared to be a child's pinafore. '' 
told her to JAM, | said the witness, .‘‘ but 
she seemed turn her head back, and, I 
thought that she was goinz back for the 
children. I tried to break the door down 
with a hammer. When the Brigade arrived 
everything was hopeless. 

Superintendent Roach, of Tyldesley Fire 
Yrigade, said that he arrived four minutes 
after the call. The house was like an in-

NINE PERISH IN FIRE 


The Superintendent of the Fire Brigade 


said that he had had difficulty in dealing 
with the water supply. 

The Coroner—What was the difficulty? 

I put on two hydrants, but the supply was 
not sufficient, said the Superintendent. I 
then ran a length of hose to a twelve-inch 
main some distance away. The hydrants 
in the side streets were inadequate. 

The Coroner—Have you had trouble with 
the water before ?—Yes. 

Have you reported it to the Council before, 
— Yes, 

The Superintendent said that the last ocea- 
sion was in May. He did not think that if 
they had had a twelve-inch main in Green 
Bank street it would have been possible to 
save the people in the house. 

Police Constable Chippendale advanced the 
theory that the fire was caused through 
clothing, which had been left on the fire- 
guard or the oven door, becoming alight. 
The flames, he thought, had then travelled 
to a corner cupboard which contained the 
gas meter. The gas trom the’ main was 
ahght, and the flames seemed fiercest in that 
corner, 

The Coroner adjourned the inquiry: until 
January 21 so that he could get a report 
follawing an inspection of the damaged house. 


Such an inspection, he said, might confirm 


the police officer’s theory. 

Councillor H. Atkinson, Chairman of the 
Tyldesley Council, expressing sympathy, 
mentioned that he had opened a relie| fund 
íor the burial of the mother and children.

OLD WOMAN BURNED

MAN COLLAPSES IN RESCUE 
ATTEMPT 


An inquest into the death of Miss Mary 
Jane Hamilton, aged about 80 years, who 
was burned to death on Monday night at 
her home, 22 Glasthule Buildings, Dun 
Laoghaire, was held at St. Michael's Hospital 
yesterday. 

Dr. J. P. Brennan, Coroner fer South 
County Dublin, recorded a verdict of death 
from shock, following severe and extensive 
burns. 

Miss Amy Johnston, of 3 Islington avenue, 
who identified the body, said that she last 


saw Miss Hamilton on Friday, when she 
seemed in her usual good health. The 
deceased woman was afraid that someone 


might take her away to a home, and also 
that she might be robbed, and on that account 
she always kept the door locked, and admitted 
very few to the hcuse. 

Patrick Martin, of 13 Glasthule Buildings, 
said that his attention was attracted by the 
flare on the window, and on running up the 
stairs to the house, found both the door and 
the windows barred. Hé broke the glass, and 
saw Miss Hamilton, who was standing in the 
passage, collapse, with her clothes in flames. 
Overcome by the fumes and the horror of the 
scene, he also collapsed, and when he revived 
she had been removed to hospital. 

Daniel Byrne, of 2 Glasthule Buildings, who 
was attracted by the shouts of the neigh- 
bours, was next to reach the landing, and 
on finding the previous witness lying on the 
floor, dragged him to the bottom of the stairs 
and telephoned for the ambulance and the 
Fire Brigade. i 

John Megan, another neighbour, who 
arrived in the meantime, said that, he broke 
through the window and opened the door to 
admit Miss O'Farrell, and together they 
groped through the dense smoke for the body. 
uar had to pull off some of the burning 
clothes before they could remove her, but at 
length they reached the landing outside, 
where they laid her down. She neither spoke 
nor made any movement, and she did not 
seem to be breathing. — 

Dr. W. T. Roche, house surgeon at St.

A slight difference oí opinion has arisen 
between the Lord Mayor of Dublin and the 
City Manager in regard to the housing of 
the people who were temporarily driven from 
their homes at Coady’s Cattages and Jane- 
ville Cottages, Ossory road, Dublin, by the 
floods of Sunday week last, The Lord Mayor, 
it is said, has not met with the assistance 
which he expected in the matter of providing 
alternative accommodation for all of the 
people affected. 

Coady’s Cottages have been condemned by 
the Medical Officer of Health, Dr. Russell, as 
anfit for human habitation, and some of the 
residents already have been provided with 
other quarters, while the remaining families 
have been guaranteed a change to other 
houses in the neghbourhood. 

The Medical Officer has also told the 
Housing Committee of the Dublin Corpora- 
tion that the fitness of Janeville Cottages and 
others at Smithfield avenue for habitation 
depends on the precautions taken to prevent 
a recurrence of the flooding, and it is believed 
that the City Manager intends to negotiate 
with the Great Northern Railway Company, 
whose lines have also suffered from the 
flooding, to have steps taken to make the 
cottages habitable. , 

It is stated that the difference of opinion 
between the Lord Mayor and the City 
Manager mentioned above is the first that 
hae occurred in their association of more

mobile, and other modern forms of con- 

veyance, has: caused most people to 
forget that the old-fashioned post-chaise of 
their grandfathers’ time, embellished with the 
coat-of-arms of the Thurn and Taxis, can still 
be found going along on its route at a lively 
trot, if one knows where to look for it. This 
veritable memorial of by-gone years, remind- 
ing one of one of Spitzweg’s romantic 
ictures, not only still exists, but has not lost 
its usefulness. If it were not so how could 
the very economicall;-managed Reichspost 
afford to keep in commission this last. speci- 
men of the ancient post-cháise? At all events, 
there it is, in Bavaria, and it consists of a 
double-span, from four to six-seat horse-drawn 
coach, sometimes called an omnibus or, at 
times, of a single-span carryall. 

These postal omnibuses run _ between 
Holzkirchen and _ Dietramzell, in Upper 
Bavaria, the latter village having formerly 
been a favourite summer recreation spot of 
the late Field-Marshal Von Hindenburg. 
There are still others on the routes between 
Immenstadt and Missen, Immenstadt and 
Vorderburg, Longgries. and Vorderriss, and 
Longgries and Jachenau. The first two above 
mentioned routes are open all the year round, 
while the remaining are only in operation 
during the winter months. 

On certain short rural postal routes, where 
the country roads make motoring difficult, the 
little one-horse post-chaise or carryall] is still 
in use. These vehicles have room enough to 
take two or three passengers, provided the 
mail is not so heavy as to ‘use up all the space. 
and, like the larger post-chaises, are to be 
seen only in Bavaria, where there are some 
fifty-five short routes. 

And so, after all, even the practieally- 
minded present age has not entirely done 
away with the romance of the ‘‘ good old 
davs.’’ No better evidence of this can be 
found than in these quaint old post-chaises, 
going their daily rounds through the beauti- 
ful landscape of the Bavarian mountains, the 
postillion on the box singing his lusty songs 
or winding his signals on his coach-horn. In 
the spring and summer he drives through the 
hlossoming mountain slopes, and in the winter 
through a snowy fairyland. How long it will 
be before he and his post-chaise disappear 
to give place to modern’ times is not known. 
But until then his horn can still be heard in 
the mountains, sounding as it did in the 
days of our grandfathers,

ANNUAL ESTIMATE OF

The annual estimate submitted by Mr. 'T. 
Treacy, Secretary, Kilkenny County Board of 
Health, to Commissioner P. G. Meghen 
amounted to £58,715, showing an increase of 
£4,045 compared “with last year. The figures 
were :—Board of Assistance Section £42,000, 
increase £3,400; Rural Sanitary Section 
(including ‘Tuberculosis Section) £16,715, 
increase £645, 

The Secretary explained that the largest 
portion of the incréase related to the Board of 
Assistance Section, and was mainly due to 
the increased cost of: provisions and the un- 
likelihood of a fall in prices in the ensuing 
year. ‘lhe estimate for Home Assistance for 
the current year was lower than what the 
expenditure was likely to be, as it was antici- 
pated last year when the estimate was sub- 
mitted that a bigger fall in Home Assistance 
would result in consequence of tht proposed 
legislation at the time for the provision of 
pensions for widows and orphans. 

The Commissioner said the increase in the 
estimate should not be taken too seriously 
by the ratepayers. It was not an _indica- 
tion of a growing burden on their shoulders, 
but was merely required to correct a rather 
optimistic outlook taken last year. The 
Secretary, not being gifted with second sight, 
could only budget approximately in advance. 
It was expected ab the adoption of last 
year’s estimate that the operation of the 
Widows’ and Orphans’ Pension Act owuld 
considerably relieve the burden of home 
assistance, but in this they had been dis- 
appointed, and scouts the provision for 
home assistance in the current year had 
proved insufficient. 

The programme covered by the estimate 
was an extensive one; it envisaged the erec- 
tion of about 400 houses in various parts of 
the county, and also the general provision of 
water and sewerage schemes for most of the 
towns in the county. Side by. side with this 
activity they had an active programme of 
immunisation against diphtheria, to be closely 
followed by general school medical inspection 
and the treatment of all the defects thus 
discovered. 

‘I consider,” said Mr, Meghen, ‘ the pro- 
vision of proper housing the most urgent 
work before me, and the staff 'are working as 
hard as they possibly can on the various 
details of the schemes. The Minister has on 
several occasions reviewed the progress being 
made in Kilkenny, and he has urged me to 
get the housing needs of the county supplied 
as soon as possible.’’ :

It is unusual to see the Gate producing a 
straightforward '' murder” play, but '' Pays 
ment Deferred’’ was wel! worth staging, for 
its merits are above the ordinary. Its plot 
is closely knit and intensely interesting all 
through, and it gives the opportunity for at 
least one fine piece of characterisation. What 
is more, the story is quite logical and 
credible. 

‘““Payment Deferred’? is the very grim 
story of a small London clerk who committed 
a murder and eventually was hanged for 
it. It would be unfair to tell the end of 
the tale—though there is a strong 
temptation to do so—but its irony 
lies in the fact that he was hanged for 
another death which he did not cause. There 
is a deeper irony, however, because the facts 
which led up to that death were the direct 
consequence of the murder, William Marble, 
up to his ears in debt, killed a young nephew 
whe had just arrived from Australia with 
plenty of money and no intention of parting 
with any of it. He buried the body in his 
garden, and, because the young man was ab- 
solutely unknown in England, there seemed” 
to be no reason why the crime should ever 
be discovered. It never was discovered, but 
it set in motion a train of events which en- 
sured that the payment for it should be only 
‘‘ deferred.” 

The story is told with the greatest skill, 
and the acting of the principal part shows 
Mr. Hilton Edwards at his very best. He 
gives an extremely vivid study of the 
wretched and unheroic murderer—held to the 
scene of his crime because another tenant te 
the house might find out the truth, continu. 
ally brooding, dreading every knock on the 
door, and finding that his money was more of 
a curse than a blessing. In almost every 
mood, from the first nervous terror to the 
hysterical laughter which closes the play, Mr, 
Edwards was so convincing that it would be 
ungracious to pick holes in his performance. 

Coralie Carmichael was good as the mu. 
derer’s wife, and Meriel Moore gave a lively 
—aud remarkably Gallic—interpretation of 
the unscrupulous Madame Collins. - Mairin 
Hayes was excellent in her first scenes as @ 
school girl, though not quite so successful in 
the later ones, and the other actors included 
Patrick O’Moore, Harry Fine and Ara 
O’Murnaghan. . The nature of the play— 
whose action takes place in the drawings 
room of a suburban house—gave Mr. Mac 
Liammoir no scope for his talents as a stages 
designer.

Southern Rhodesia’s exports reached the 


highest value ever recorded during the first 
six months of last year, according to an 
Economic Bulletin issued by the Government, 
which contains a review of economic condi- 
tions in the Colony during that period. 


In the six months under review, the value 


of the Colony’s exports, including the value 
of the premium on gold reached £4,183,000, 
an increase of £301,000 compared with 1934. 


Southern Rhodesia’s external trade has also 


increased considerably. Imports of private 
merchandise increased from £1,901,000.in the 
first six months ot 1932°to £2,932,000 for the 


same period last year. 


Internally a satisfactory improvement in 


the economic conditions, was shown. Regis- 
trations of new motor vehicles imdicated a 
steady progress in the motor trade, while 
ithe financial results of the working ‘of the 


railways were also considerably better than 


those for the first six months of several years 
past, earning rising by nearly 25 per cent.
